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FOREWORD 


Plans  for  the  control  of  cotton  production,  including  the 
enactment  and  administration  of  Federal  legislation,  have  been  the 
subject  of  many  publications  in  recent  years.  References  for  this 
bibliography  were  selected  from  the  period  1S33-1935 .  For  reference 
to  earlier  publications  the  bibliography  on  "Agricultural  Relief" 
(number  50  in  this  series)  should  be  consulted. 

Some  references  to  the  effect  of  production-control  legisla- 
tion on  the  tenant  farmer  are  included  but  a  more  comprehensive 
bibliography  on  this  phase  of  the  subject  has  recently  appeared  as 
Agricultural  Economics  Bibliography  No.  59,  Farm  Tenancy  in  the  United 
States,  1925-1935. 

The  references  included  in  this  bibliography  v/ere  taken  from 
Cotton  Literature  -  Selected  References,  volumes  3  to  5  inclusive 
(January  1933  to  December  1935) .  In  the  preparation  of  this  current
